Missionaries Tied to Trees 
and Hacked to Pieces 
By the Chinese, 



Details received by the Empress of 
Cliiua, which arrived yesterday, eleven 
days from Yokubiuna, of the Boxer out- 
riiges on their march towards I'ekiu, and 
the horrors enacted by the way, reek 
with stories ot bloodshed and. of atror 
cious cruelties perpetrated by the rebel 
hordes. Some of the unfortunates who 
fell into the hands of the Boxor.s were 
tied to trees— some witii their thumbs 
and toes tied together— aud, after bei.^is 
horribly tortured, disembowelled. Tho 
Belgian engineers who were captured in 
that heroic running fight, briefly de- 
scribed in cable reports, from Fengtai 
to Tien Tsin, -were literally hacked to 
pieces. Native Christians suffered par- 
tltfdlarlyj village after village was 
ravaged," and tho natives known to he 
converts to foreign religions were cruelly 
done to' death. 

The Empress brought a number of 
missionaries among her passengers, sev- 
eial of whom were hurrying away from 
the theatre of tho trouble. Shanghai, 
they reported, was daily becoming more 
iillcd -with the fugitives, and at Tien 
Tsin, too, they were, crowding in when 
the/last news reached Shanghai from

The Bussians had to telegrjiiph 
to Port Arthur, the E'rcnch and Italians 
to Oheo Foo, the British to 'Wei-hai-wei, 
and the Germans to Kiao-Ohau. By 
the following Wednesday' most of the 
guards were ready to come.' Then the 
Chinese government bt^gan to object to 
their comJng. , The viceroy at Tien Tsin 
refused to give his permission unless he 
lind orders from Pekin. ' ' The . railway 
boiiig a Chinese Imperial road, could not 
very 'well bo used unless the Chinese 
government gave consent. Purthermoru 
it was noised abroad -that forcible oppo- 
8itio;n would be made to their coming by 
General Tung'Eu-Shing and his troops. 
The soldiers , are. among the best drilled 
of the Chinese soldiery, and orie intensely 
hostile to foreigners. 

On Wednesday afternoon, .says the 
fugitive corre%!6nd*nt;' 'tUe^r 'British, 
American, Rus'siaii'and French' niinisters 
went to the Tsung Li Ynmen to present 
th6ir ! jiltimatum. They asked if any 
trouble 'would be placed in' the way of 
the cdiAlri'g' foreign guards. The Yamen 
expresscia' itfi^Btrong "disappfoval 'bf the 
insult to the Chinese goveniBaent, as 
Prince Ching had au-eady promised, to 
protect all forcignjrp; taj Pekin. The- 
foroign ministers said it was too late to 
discuss the matter, for the guards ■were 
coming to Pekin, and if any opposition 
arnsf^ more ■s\'0uld ' conic, and foreign 
countries would act accordipgly. The . 
Chinese olllcials s.aid they mustsflrst. con- 
sult I'rinee Ching, and ■^Ottld" reply on 
the following day. ' Early next inorning 
the foreign ministers ■were notified that 
facilities would be afforded to bring up 
I he legation guards. ' 

I'rinee Cliing was 4t the. summer p.nl- 
aee when he received' ■word from tlie- 
Yamen. He had an audience with the- 
Empress Ijowagor and General Tung 
Fu-Shing, who was called in, and a. 
storniv interview it was. The Genoiiil 
claimed tliat the coming of- the guards 
was an insult, and this officer— Whose- 
troops, if not practically Bosfcrs, Were la 
league witli them— was unwilling to back, 
down. At last, though,. it was decided? 
to .-iliow of tlie coming of ;.the troops -with- 
out resistance, and the rmlHtaty. -governor - 
of the city was ordered to take charge- 
of the reception ot the foreign troops. 

It -svas at 4 o'clock on the aftcrnoom 
of June 1 that die 330 foreign guardb- 
iirrivod at Pekin, and the excitement at 
the Chinese capital was intense. , Crmvds- 
of Chinese, knowing full well that Gen- 
eral Tung Fu-Shing was eager to oppose- 
the foreigners, expected that tlie niarinoH 
would be overcome, and that tlien all 
foreigners in Pekin would be slaugU- 
tercd. Many of the foreign residents; 
not cognizant of the arrangements ^of 
the Yamen were also fearful of , airaw:£m; 
massacre. There were hiindrcd8,..vior 
rufll.'uis ready for slaughter. Thntpcacc- 
prevailed was not duo to the presence 
of the marines, but that the Empress 
Ijow-ager had yielded and compelled her 
olllcers to submit to the, instiit. 

It was in tlie evening that the guards 
came The Americans, .utidcr the com- 
mand of the . captain of the Newark, 
were the 'firsti to /narcb in. . Then came 
tlie Russian^ the . Japanese and tho 
French. The British did not arnvo 
until two hours later than the other 
troops. The Germans and more Iliis- 
sians arrived on the following, diiy. The 
Kussians and French ;ijay.ei;j^edarBCHt

The laws governing inuni- 
gralion to the United States are dill'ereiit 
from those applying to Canada, 'ii the 
i-asi- i>f Cam la there are iiiiinigrants 
alhjwe '. to migrate to Canada each inontli 
in the year from each of tile 47 prel'ec- 
tures, or provinces, ot .lapan, and be- 
sides this regulation each of the 12 im- 
migration companies of Japan are allow 
0(1 five pa:^ports per month, or in other 
wurdH, the immigration companies are 
permitted to take 20.5 Japanetso per 
month to Canada, or 3,5-10 during the 
year. It is not required, how^ever, that 
so many be taken each month, for i£ it 
were desired, or it were possible to do 
so, the whole number nllownd for the 
year couI(J bo shipped In one month, but 
!io more emigrants •would be allowed to 
leave Japan for the rest of the yt 
Mr. Shenmzu says that his governiuent, 
for the winter months of this year, will 
place all the retstrictioiiri po.shiiii,. m 
emigration from Japan. The law as tii) 
plied to the United States is as follows 
In nine prefectures 10 per month aie per- 
mitted to migrate, in 11 pri'fect m i\s 8 
per month, in 13 prefectures Ti i>i'r 
month, in 14 profoctures 4 per month 
and there arc no extra passports allowed 
the Inmiigration companies; this makiti 
a total of 29!) per month, or ^.^,»SH for the 
year. Mr. Sheniezu says that many in- 
land prefecturcfi do not contribute any 
ininiigrants, but the total number per 
mitted to leavo the country seems to liave 
bcoe. reached by taking more from other 
prefectures to make up for the provinces 
that do not send any of thoir people into 
the new world.

TURKISH TEMPORIZING. 

United States Have Not Succeeded in 
Getting a Settlement. 

Wasliingtoii, June 2G.— .\s to tlie report 
from CouHtantiuople that the United 
States charge, .Mr. Griscom, has present- 
ed another demand for the settlement of 
the United States claims, it can be stat- 
ed on higli authority that the United 
States government is sli'adily pressiiig 
for a definite and final settlement, and is 
losing no opporiniiit.v to rmiiiid llie Turk- 
ish authoriiies of tlo. ■.Ui.-atist'aclorv anil 
indelinite iialure cf tiir present situation. 
But beyond the persistent pressure, there 
liiis been no iiiiper.al ive action tak-en, nor 
has it ben deliiiiti>l.v (lotennlned wliat 
course would be tidopted if tlu' i.Ainpor- 
izing of Turkish diploinac.v is carried to 
the point of actual failure to meet the 
American demands. 



According to advices received by the Em- 
press, when she left on June 15, Port 
Arthur was swarming with soldiers, and 
the nnvnl and military authorities were 
very active. Two Aiaorlcan Urms sellbiK 
the Russian ^'overiiineat largo qnautltles ot 
stores for the provisioning of the slroug 
hold. 

A correspondent of the China Mali, who 

bad returned from a trip tlirongU Korea 
,Iai)aii and North China, says; 

At the Korean towns, Chemulpo, Seoul, 
.Mokpo iiud Fusan, the Japanese control the 
foreign trade. The Japanese have <orge 
and e.^elnslve settlements at each. ot'tUcs' 
ports. .Tapanese oftlcers are frequently 
seen la Korea. Undoubtedly Japan would 
tl(,'ht to ilefeiid her trade lu Korea, but tbi 
best Informed people are of opinion that, 
although Japan and Russia may squabh 
over points of stratCBtc advantage, the; 
dllToroncea will not for a long time lead 
to war, and Korea will continue to he the 
buffer state between the two powers for 
years. 

"It may bo, however, that Japan will be 
forced Into the war by a possible approaeli- 
iii;; ananelal crisis. It Is reported that 
there w"lll be an .cnormoUB deQclt In the 
budget this year. The amount of the de. 
lirit Is rumored at forty mlUlon yen. Where 
the money Is to come from to meet the 
i iirrent expenses Of Japan's large army 
and navy Is the question of the day 
seriously agitating the minds of statcsuieu 
The people are already highly taxed, and 
the taxes collected firom foreign merchants 
have fallen far below the sum In the esti- 
mates. The minister of flnanco snys the 
present hard times In Japan are due to 
a reaction from the speculation after the 
war with China, It Is asserted by the 
foreign banks that Japan Is being drained 
of gold, but Japanese offlclals state that 
ouly eight mllUonB have gone out sinco the 
China War. On the whole, I believe that 
the able men at the head of the Japanese 
government can restrain the country from 
entering Into a damuglnf; war without more 
sVrlous provocation than Unssla Is likely to 
jih'e within the next two years."

With the presence of the guards l''ekiii 
soon became quiet, but danger was lurk- 
ing everywhere. On the outskirts even 
the bloodshed, looting and .burningi was 
progressing on every side. Boxers were 
destroying the railway and advancing to 
the capital. 

Soon the fugitives began to pour in, 
and not long afterwards pour out again, 
bound down to Tien Tsin. for I'ekin was 
not safe. Of nil the fugitives to reach 
the coast, none htid a harder liglit for 
their lives than the Aincricaii, French 
and Itelgian engineers who were sur- 
rounded by the Ho.Kcrs :it Fengtai — the 
beginning of the railway that was to run 
to IlaiiUow, "When the Boxers at- 
tacked the station and the machine 
shoi)S, the engineers barricaded them- 
selves in the niachini" :di()ps iind held 
the (;iiiin-se oil for lumie time. They 
had several wonu'ii with them— wives of 
soiiie of tlieiii— and l-iiey loailed the rille ' 
lielts of the nu-ii and otbei-wise assisted | 
in the etl'in't to repcd the llo.vers. Soon, 
tliougli, the foreigners found their posi- 
tion in the shops unteniible, its some of 
the (;iiiiiese had riisheil theni and set 
tire to a part of the building. They ran 
for it, lighting their way through the 
lioxers. When they had got through 
the Boxer Hues, the Chinese gave no 
more attention to them, but instead went 
t.) iiiUage and destroy the station and 
machine shops. Two ot the Ilelgians 
then linrrieil to Tekin. where they re- 
liorte(l the danger to the party and calU'd 
for volunteers to go to help them. -V 
nuiiilier of Cossacks were despatclucl to 
the rescnu'. 

They set out on Juno 2 and euonuu- 
tered "a large crowd of Boxers forty 
miles from Tien Tsin, and were obliged 
to return, .being unable to fight their 
way through the Boxers. The Cossacks, 
who ntiinbered 33, had two olllcers 
wounded. 

It the meantime the engiiiecir; were be- 
tween two forces of Boxerci. There were 
thirty of them in all. They had taken 
up a" position on a small hill, and there 
they made trenches, in which they 
fouglit for hours, holding off the l^oxers 
to their front. They were all uncon- 
scious of the party to their rear, and af- 
ti'r their hard fighting, arranged that 
eight should be left in the trenches to 
liold back the Boxers, while the other 
22, including the Avomeii and children, 
went back towards I'ekin. They had no 
earls anil the iiieii carried tlu' weaker 
ones when tl'.ey liecanie exhausted. 

'I'be march iif the fugitives to I'ekin 
w.-is an awful one. A\'licii some few 
miles from where they hiid been en- 
lreii<lK-(l they f.juiid anolh(>r party of 
Boxers, not so strong as the iiarty be- 
fore enci}unliu-ed, however, to llieir front, 
anil the men foruied :i hollow square, 
with the wouicu and children in the cen- 
tre, anil ilragguig along, fighting luid ro- 
ijelling the onslaught of the Boxers, they 
made their way to I'ekin, after two days 
replete with terror. 

The Boxers of this party -wero without 
lireanns, ibeing armed only with i)oles 
shod with iron knives and spears. They 
were kept at a distance by the rifles ami 
revolvers of the railway men, •who killed 
a number of them. 

The eight heroes who were left behind 
to guard their retreat were slain by the 
Bo.Kors. There were three Frenchmen 
and one Italian nmong them, the other 
three being Belgians and Swiss. The 
fugitives on their arrival at I'ekin were 
ill -in awfully dentituto condition. 

.V nuiulie.- i>f missionaries were captur- 
ed by the lioxeiis in the vicinity of Pilo- 
ting i'-ii and were horribly done to death. 
The following is a statement giyeii to 
the Shanghai Mercury by a inan whose 
friend is ;i member of the Roxers, and 
who saw the nuiriler of Ri'v, Mr, lOlli.s, 
of the London mission, and of the (Jlii- 
ui'fie missionarj- ;it Kung T-sun. The niaij 
who saw the murders said: "On the 
12th day of the 4th moon the Boxers, 
numbering ijT, crossed the river Tsz- 
tsun, and met the two missionaries in a 
boat. They knew Ihe Chini^e was a 
Christian and at once attacked him, 
\voniuliiig him with their swords. Then 
they dragged him out 'of the botit and 
tie(i him to a tree at tlie river side. Then 
Mr. Ellis was tied with him, anil Mr. 
Chao. another Chiiuve missionary, was 
found. His toes and thumbs were 
bound together, and lie was carried to a 
tree near where the others were hung 
up. Then the arms of the missionaries 
•were cut oft, their heads hewn off, and 
aifter the bodies had been disembowelled, 
they were cast into the river. The chapel 
Of the mission was demolished and the 
crowd 'went their -way." 

This •was but one of many such out- 
rages. The killing •went on along tlie 
whole line of the Boxer march to the 
capital. The slaughter and pillaging of 
native Christians was reported from 
iiuiiiy districts. In one station of the 
.Vinencan Methodists ten Christians 
wi're killed, irost i>f them being wonieii 
and cliiidren. A station of the Anii'rican 
Mission Hoard was wiped out. Mens. 
Casent tind Cadence and Madame Afi- 
tier, a trio of Frencii miesionaries, ^v^'l<^ 
killed; two cluirclieri were burned down 
ami fort.v Christians inassacre-l ()n all 
sides niass.icrrs, piUairi' and the revag- 
iiig of mi-ssioiis wero i'eiMii'l"o, and oo. 
.hiiie S a Itussiau c!niri-li was burned m 
the suburbs of the capital. 

Hi'Tn-i. ih" Chinese troops .joined the 
rebi :p li.iitle was fought between the 
troo" ; under Gen. Nieh. who iicciipied :i 
Iiro- 'ioeiit part in the .lapo-Cliiuesi^ war 
of l;-il)4-,''v. He met the Boxers between 
I'ckin and Tien Tshi, and in a battle 
kilhil .")CX) uf them. The imperial losses 
were not; stnted. Several thousands 
niD'e. though, swept u|) from the w(?t;t- 
ward, and a few dii.vs later the iiiiperitil 
troops also joined the rebels. Then be- 
gan tin; inarch to drive the foreigners to 
ihe sea, which has caused. such great loss 
Of life. . ■ . 

The Empress Bownper istsued- edicts, 
calling upon the ollieials to put down the 
rising, but, according to reporttji.she is- 
sued others secretly telling of; her spm- 
pnthy ■with She cause. TTio Pekin and 
Tien Tsin Times says she is reported to 
liavG been much dietressed at the terrible 
massacre of Ohristians nt,P(|Otiog Fu, 
and ordered coffins to be provided out of 
the imperial purse. At the same thiie the 
report' is given of a secret palaee eon- 
fereuce at -which the ruler of China de- 
cided not to suppress the Boxfera.- It- •was 
claimed at the conference that they were 
a p.itriotie body, ■which could ibc made 
the 'lucleus of a strong nnti-forcign army 
if they were supplied (with arms. Yu 
Lu oppoficd the idea, but Prince Chinp, 
Kaiig Yi and others we're too ■strong for 
him. The Miiiicb.nrian pink fiag army 
i.s also said to have joined the Boxer.=i. 
Th-at the Boxer rebellion is a widespread 
one is shown by the fact that even in 
far 'iunna.n there is ;i rising; in the 
south rebellion has b(>.gun in Kwaiig Si 
and neighboring provinces, and ca the 
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Yang Tso the pirates are forming to aid 
the Boxers. They attacked a large 
steamer, the Kutwo, near the junction 
of the Grand canal from Tien Tsin, on 
.lune 1. This outrage, the N. C. Daily 
News says, indicates that the Boxer 
movement is spreading southward. 

Kveii at Shanghai the feeling was not 
altogether one of perfect safety, in fact, 
the notices put up in fear of danger from 
tho Cliiiiwe, iippointing certain stations 
tor a gathering when an alarm was giv- 
en, had been posted about the vity. It 
is not thouglil, though, that the dtinger 
will extend that far, for now the powers 
are landing largi'r forces. 

From some of lho«*o who arrived by the 
Fniiucsti it was !ear.:eil that the Hoxer 
forces get many recruiLs from the super- 
stition of the native mine. .Milliimn be- 
lieve that the time has now come to ex- 
pol the foreigner from China. 'JHie con- 
tinued drouglit, and the imminence of 
famine are repri-seiited by the agitators 
to hi' ihrougli the anger of the gods be- 
cati-e of till' foreign lieri'ciies. In nianj- 
(listi-iet,s ri'iiorts are being s|n-ead tiiat 
the emissaries of the foreigners have 
lioitsoiied the wells and the deluded peo- 
ple are cleaning their wells, painting red 
llags on their houses to keep awa.v the 
evil inlluence and, lastlly, joining the 
Boxers. 

A corrcfipondcnt describes the charac- 
teristlcri ot the Boxers as follows; 

"The Ctitholic Christians in large num- 
bers are Hocking into Pekin, as ithey are

What the outcome will bo no 
one can predict, but it looks as though 
tho crisis was approaching. A strong 
foreign policy on the part of foreign gov- 
ernments ivouhl seem to be the only 
effective way ot -warding off a general 
coufiagra tiou." 

The Shanghai Dally News says t!ie 
Boxers intend to organize their noidety in 
Kiaugsu also, for nearly a dozen of them 
arrived at Shtinghai from the north en 
route for cities inland. "Several persons 
have witnessed some of the tricks used 
by the Boxers to entice people to jidii 
them," says the Shanghai paper, "such 
as guaranteeing iuvuliierability to buflet 
and sword, etc. For iiititance, a Boxer 
lotided a revolver before his audience 
and after iiinrinuring an incantation lired 
all six shots into his bare cluTit. The 
latter showed no sign even of a scratch 
after this bombardinent, and the effect 
wars prodigious."

Xh 
announcement of Gen. Chafl'i'e's assign- 
nn-nt and the orders to proceed to I'ekin 
came after the state department had de- 
clined to accede to the second proposition 
fi-om six threat viceroys of China that 
forei!,'n trooiis be kepi out of China until 
Id IIuuK Chan^' reaches I'ekin. 

In more formal manner, with the sif; 
natures of the six vueroys, representini; 
the greater part of the empire, .Minister 
Wu repeated to-day his plea o( yesterday 
that foreign troops l)e kept out of the 
country. Secretary Hay laid the formal 
reiiuest of the viceroys before the cabi- 
net meeting, but 'there was no disposition 
to vary from the President's determina- 
tion, already made li-iown by Secretary 
Hay to the Chinese nnnister, to send Uie 
United States forces to such points as 
were menaced, and whore otiicials and 
citizens were in danger. "While the 
viceroys spoke for their provinces, they 
could "not speak for Pekin. and it is 
Pekin that the olUcials must anxiously 
look.

CliafTee to pro 
coed to Pekin took on nn ndiled jiiean- 
ing. 

Secretary Long receiv<?d nothing dur 
ing the ilay beyond the desjiatch from. 
Admiral KenipfT, stating that tlie com- 
bined forces had entered Tien Tsin and 
that the Seymour expedition was r(>port- 
ed ten miles from Tien Tsin, surrounded. 
'I'his cleared up one situation, only to 
jirosent another condition which may 
prove more grave. 

Gen, ChafTee was in conference at 
the war department to-day with the 
adjutant-gonoral and tbo heads of the 
various supply departments, with a view 
to his future needs in the conduct of the 
military campaign in China. It is ex- 
pected "that ho will establish his hcad- 
(luartors at Cheo Foo about August 1 at 
the latest, and that he will not liave less 
than 5,000 men at Ws command, the 
majority of whom -will be withdrawn 
from the Philippines.

But in any pvont' definite nern-a 
may be expected speedily, and it iu con- 
lidently believed here that Seymour and 
his companions will be eaXely delivered 
from their plight. . 

.U-cording to the report of a Chinese 
refugee who arrived at Shanghai, the 
condition of Tien Tain was horrible.

HANDS OFFl 

Ex-Governor Melnnos has written 
10-column letter to the Vancouver World 
in explanation ot his position and his ac- 
tion. It is out of the qui^stion for us to 
reproduce it, altliough wo shall, a.s a 
uintter of f.iir play, give the substance 
of llis argument. The TiinL>ri has a brief 
eammary of it, and from this we gather 
that Mr. ^Iclnnes is after Sir Wilfnid 
Laurier with a sharp sticlc. The follow- 
ing paragraph calls tor immediate com- 
ment: 

I may say also that I received instnic- 
tioiis from the set-retary of state last

which I iibeyed implicitly, in the form of 
a letter marked "coiilidential." consc- 
qiieiitly I am nut free to publisli it, and 
yet, when 1 continued to follow those in- 
siTUctions in my att'itude toward the Mar- 
tin administration, tlie secri'tary of state 
complained of niy having done so. but 
again under cover of a letter marked 
"strictly confidential." 

We deprecate as strongly as we know 
how sudi interference in the afl'airs of 
tliis province as this statement implies, 
but admit that before passing judgment 
We should like to know the whole story. 
British Columbia is quite capable of 
managing its own affairs, and it will hi' 
a .surprise ii the Liberal cabinet has so 
departed from Liberal traditions as to in- 
terfere with provincial autonomy so f:ir 
as to direi-t a lieutenant-governor, even 
conlidenl iaily, as to the course he should 
take towards his advisei-s. Because Mr. 
SFcInnes was wrong in many things, it 
docs not follow that othei-s were right 
always. We protest that proviiicini iii- 
de-pemleace must bo respi'cted. Ollawa 
dictation is ae unpalatable to-day, as 
Downing Street dictation was to our 
fathers.

The Colonist has for .vears urged that 
tho claiius of British Columbia for bet- 
tt?r treatment at the hands of the goveru- 
nieiil and jiarlianieut of ("anada. should 
bo pressed with all possible vigor and 
reasonable persistence. This position was 
taken by this paper during the Conserva- 
tive regime and has been kept up since 
tho Liberals came into power, which 
shows that tliere is nothing in it of a 
parti/.an nature. In reverting to it, -ivi,' 
do so without the least desire to stir ui) 
[>iirty feeling. Least of all do we desin 
to create the impression that the provin 
cial government ought to take a stand in 
any wn.v politically hostile to the federal 
government. The suliject ought to be ap 
proaclied from a broad Canadian staml 
point, and the Province and the Do 
minion ought to unite in an effort to see 
that justice lis done and that the devel- 
opment of British Columbia is carrieil 
forward along lines that -will secure its 
being rapidly filled up with settlers and 
the speedy Opening up of its great re- 
source's. 

Thi.s province contributes ver.v nnieli 
more in proportion to its population to the 
revenue of Canada and receives a smaller 
liro rata o.xpeiiditure, that is pro rata to 
what we pay in, thaa any other part 
of Canada. Money expended in 
openiuf^ tho province to settlement and 
investment pays handsomely by the in- 
crease of federal revenue resulting. The 
I'acific Coast of Canada is worthy of 
special consideration at the present time, 
in view of the important events transpir- 
ing in Asia and the certainty that tho 
Wc-stern Ocean is about to become the 
theatre of exceptional comnieroial ac- 
tivity. The natural resources of this 
province are such as will, uii<ler favor- 
able conditions, contribute immensely to 
the industrial prosperity of the whole Do- 
minion and will provid(.' opportunities for 
the employment of young Canadians, as 
\v(dl as for the Investment ot Canadian 
(•apital. These may bo called the basal 
f.'icts of the case, and wo bold that what 
statesmanship there is in Canada and 
this province cannot do better than ad- 
dress itself to their consdderation. 

It is too soon to expect from Mr. Duns- 
muir a statement of the line of policy 
Which ho proposes to follow in the mat- 
ter of provincial development. He is en- 
titled to a reasonahle time to give- this 
broad matter the fullest tliougbl, and the 
purpose of this artide la not to fore- 
shadow what ho may have an mind, but 
only to suggest for his coiifiiderntion, ••uid 
that of his eolleague.s and the public Reii- 
erally, the desirability of making united 
action between the two governments, for 
the purpose of giving an impetus to -Brit- 
ish Colimibia and the whole Wivit, a con- 
trolling feature in the pjans of th(? new 
ministry. The direct benefit of such a 
liolicy will bo mutual. The 'Liberal party 
does not yet appear to have fttlly ap- 
preciated what can be accomplished in 
tjlie porliioii of tllie Dominion which lies 
west of Lake Superior. We arc- not go- 
iriL' to lind fault with this. We only 
mention the fact, at the same time ex- 
pressing tho hope that the time when a 
change will take place is not far dis- 
tant. We think the provincial goyern- 
nient can do much to bring ahoiit a 
change in this respect not only in the

Wc admit that so far as our 
representatives are concerned, there has 
been an effort at united action, and wo 
are aware that it is much easier to find 
fault with what others do tliiin to So 
what onght to be done. 'J'lii! press of 
the province ought to back our repre- 
sentatives up in their efforts to secure 
fair play for tho province.

Sh - Loads the World iu the Immensity 
of Her Spruce Forests. 

Mr. George .Tohuson,- Dominion statis- 
tician, has issued his handbook on tho 
pulp wood of Caunda, f or jlllstribution at 
the Paris Exposition. In it he says: In 
1S91 there were iu Canada 24 pulp fac- 
tories, repreeoiitiug ,?3,0l)0,000 Capital in- 
vested, employing 1,025 persons, and 
having an output of .?l,0(;0,iX)0. To-day 
there are 35 pulp mills, with a total ca- 
pacity of 1,100 tons a day. Tlio largest 
has a capacity of 250 tons a day. The 
amount of capit.i!l invested is between 
.?15,000,000 and $20,000,000. This de- 
velopment demonstrates the. .fact that 
Canada is the possesflor of. the laTgest 
spruce forests In the world. In 1899 the 
United States imported $1,500,000 -worth 
of pulp from Cana'da. Britain imported 
.^TOO.lWO worth. It is estimated that this 
year England rwUl use 500,000 tons of 
Canadian pulp. 

Siie has "undoubted pre-eminence for 
the production of paper." What of Can- 
ada's supply of iwood Ruitahlo tor pulp 
of the highest character? It is practical- 
ly unlimited. Where Canada's spruce 
grows is coterminous with her geographi- 
cal b(nindary. Fur east spruce grows 
along the Hamilton Inlet and north 
shores of the gulf. Far north around 
[Jiigava Bay, niirtheast in Coronation 
Gulf, and to the mouth of the .Maekenzio 
river siiriu'e nialun-s. b^ir west in Brit- 
ish Columbia I he Douglas tir, a good pulp 
wood, reaching 2.")() feet in height and 30 
feet arounil, abounds. Besides tho ac- 
knowledged superiority of <'aiiadian 
spruce for pulp has made S|iriiec the 
eciual of pine in the estimaliou of com- 
merce aiul trade. 

-Mr. Johnson calculates that about 40 
per cent, of Ganada consists of wood- 
laud aud forests. That is about 1,400,> 
000' square inOes. If one-half ot this is 
spruce, there will be 450,000,000 acres of 
spruce area iu the Dominion. The manu- 
facturer of newspaper wood pulp makes 
from a oord of spruce, or 50 ifeet of board 
measure, half a ton of sulphite pulp, or 
one iiin of ground wood pulp. Newspap- 
er stock is made up with 20 per cent, of 
sulphite pulp and SO per cent, of ground 
wood pulp. An acre of sp-uee lanil yields 
a stand of 7.000 feet. This is equal to 
six tons of siilpliite and WVi tons of 
ground wood pulp per acre. Hence, tak- 
ing ground wood pulp as the basis, aud 
10 Ions ]ier acre as the product, there are 
•l..500,000,(X)0 tons of wood pulp in sight 
in Canada. 

Dr. Bell of the Geological survey, how- 
ever, calculates Canada's area wimld 
yield Ii3..^00,0ri0,0i"i cords of spruce. Mr. 
•Tohnson's estimate is a conservative one. 

The beauty about Ciinada is that it not 
only has an inexliaustible suppl.v of pulp 
but also has alinnilaiice of water jiifwer 
to run the mills. To run a mill jiroduc- 
iiig .'!!') tons of ground pulp a day requires 
a motive power of Ji.OOO horse power. 
Canada bids fair to provide the source 
of pulp supply for the whole world.

JOSEPH WOLF DEAD. 

Well-Knowa Former Citizen of Whmi- 
peg Dies at Jubilee Hospital. 

Mr. .Tosoph Wolf, who some years 
ago carried on an auctioneer's business 
iu the old Colonist building on Goverii- 
nieiit street, died at tlio .fubilee hospital 
yesterday, after about a month's illness.

He visited this city at 
the time of the Queen's Birthday cel(> 
bratiou last month, and was taken seri- 
ously ill. Old-time friends took him to 
the hospital, where iic has since been 
gradually growing worse until the end 
came us stated, yesterday. A relative 
in the cit.v across tlie Straits was tele- 
graphed for, and arrived yesterday to 
make arrangements far the funeral. 

Mr. Widf was well known to resi- 
dents of the Northwest. He -ivnn one of 
the priiK'ipiil auctioneers of real estate 
during the iiiemorablo .boom iu Winnipeg 
in the years 1SS0-1S82, and for many 
years took a lively intetest in public af- 
fairs of the Prairie City, being alder- 
man, school trustee, a director of the 
hotspital and for 12 yeiirs flic, police 
magistrate of Winnipeg. He was a 
staunch Conservative and took an active 
interest in p(.lilict^. Mr. Wolf w;is an 
upright, coiiscientidus 111:111 and wafi uni- 
vert-allv likeil and csteonied by all in 
his puiili'- ami iirivatc <'ap:icity. He 
leaves ;i widow, two sons and two 
ibuighlers to inoiirii hits loss. His eldest 
son. Dr. (■|i;irlef( N\'olf, li:is recently been 
aiip'oiiite.l profctssor of cbeiiiistry in the 
I'sychological Laboratory of New York, 
but its al present on a v()yagi> with one 
of the Klder-Ucmpsti^r liners to South 
Africa, before taking his position iu 
New York, in October next. He is a 
griuluate and gold medalist o£ McGill 
University and of Cambridge, Eng- 
land, aud is also a graduate of 
Wiosbcrg and Marlboro, Germany. His 
other son, Frank, is in 'business in Seat- 
tle. His daughters are Mrs. Aldwell, 
wife of tho county auditor. Port Angeles, 
and Mrs. P. L. Bishop, Exeter, Ontario.

The Subject Discussed at the Chamber 
of Commerce Meeting in London. 

London, June 2fi.— At the Chambers of 
Commerce meeting a resolution, supported 
by the Torouto Board of Trade, advocat- 
ing "thc^ adoption of a commerciul policy 
based on the principle ot mutual benefit 
liy which each, part of the empire tuny 
receive substnutlal adviintage In trade as 
the result of Its national relationship," led 
to a prolonged and iioated discusslou. The 
matter was tenipornrlly shelved, however, 
by the appohitnieat of a committee to for- 
mulate and detlue a proposal for considera- 
tion by tlio congress. This was done in 
spite of tho strenuous opposition of tho 
Canadians, who opposed the appoliitnieut ot 
the committee unless the congress first 
declared in fiivor of recdprneity. 

The Manchester delegates promised to 
oppose any compromise, and to Introduce 
a resolution. In favor, of unmitigated .free 
trade.

■\Vhon the Empress of China arrived 
at the (juarantiue station yesterday af- 
ternoon and the representativi- of the 
Colonist went aboard with tiles of the 
paper coutuiuiug the news o£ the wiping 
out of Admiral Seyniout-'s column, there 
'was much excitement. Rev. Mr. Ban- 
nister mounted a ehiiir iu the saloon aud 
read the news to over a hundred of the 
passengers who had gathered there. It 
was the sole toi)ic of eonversalioii on the 
whole steamer, excepting perhaps \vith 
two or three Americans who were in- 
formed that McKiuley and Roosevelt 
had been nominated, and they ' ilked of 
nothing else. 

The excitement on the steamer was 
not confined to the passengers, for the 
officers were o.vcited by a rumor that the 
vessel was to he requisitioned for Ser- 
vice in carrying troops to the Orient. 
This story, however, had no fouiidatiou. 

Xews was bnni^,'ht by the lOinprcss 
that there is plague iu Yokohama. A 
seaman of the P. & O. stcamr Uoscttu, 
who had for some time been suspected 
of suffering from the plague, died on the 
afternoon of June 11, <tud a post-mortem 
examination which was held immediately 
afterwards revealed the plague bacilli. 
The case was at once reported to tlie 
Naimusho, and the hiuly was cioiuated, 
the ship being sent to Nagahania lor dis- 
infection. This is the lirst ease of the 
true plague to appear at Yokohama. 

/The passenger list of the Kuipress was 
a long one, there being llli saloon pas- 
sengers, a smattering of iuterniediates, 
and close on 3U0 Asiatics. Uer hold 
contained over 2,000 lons of cargo. 

The passengers were made up of the 
usual throng of returning missionaries, 
tourists, army aud navy men. and com- 
mercials. Among the missionaries were 
several who en me from near the dis- 
affected portion. IJev. Mr. Endicott, 
who came from Kiatiang, some -100 
miles inland from Shanghai, says that, 
ulthoush all was quiet when he left there 
in May, as he neared the coast he 
noticed a troubled state among the 
natives. This present trouble is new, 
he says, in many phases. Usually the 
districts and provinces of China are held 
remote from each other, but this time 
the trouble seems to be spread through 
all; and, again, never before has the 
capital been the centre of such disaffec- 
tion. Rev. B. C. Patterson and wife were 
Virginians who have been preaching in 
Shan Tung, lie says that when he left 
.that province in May .the rebellion had 
iiot miulo much progress there. HLe says 
Yuen Shaikai, the viceroy of Shan Tuog, 
has nmde an edict against the Bo.-cers, 
and that he has done this, Mr. Patterson 
says, is a good sign. It means that he 
and the other oUiciuls of that province 
are taking a stand against the anti- 
foreign rule o£ the Empress. He, as 
well as the other missionaries on the 
steamer, said that the situation in China 
was indeetl a grave one— more serious 
than the resident of the Occident would 
believe. 

Major Mackenzie, another paasenger, 
was iu charge o£ the forttficsitions at 
Shargha-;. lie d.n's l>Ot think that the 
Tebellion will spread to the Yang Tse 
Kiang, us reported, for the viceroy of 
Hankow— Who is ve."y powerful— is fully 
cognizant of the strength of the poNvers, 
he being more enlightened in thin regard 
than the majority of the Chinese. The 
Major comes from JSUonghai, and he ha« 
much to say a' rtports whieii come iron 
that city. He says that rumor always 
l)ecomes fact there and ne\,n I'ruin there 
should be taken for what it is woi'tli. He 
is on six months' li.'ave, aa<l is bound 
home to enjoy his turlough. Otlier Brit- 
ish service men ainun/j the passengcrti 
Were LieiU.-Col. Browne, of the Sap- 
lun's and -Miners, who have been titation- 
i.'d at Colombo; l-iieut. lOdwardri, U..N., 
aud Stalf-Surgeon W'hilli'gge, lt..N. 

Capt. Ulatt was an ollicer ot tlie Am- 
erican army, who has been in service at 
Manila. He is now in the service ol' the 
Chine-se government. He tsaid, in the 
course ol' an interview on the tsteamcr, 
that ho left rekio iu .M;iy, and goes to 
'\\'a.-.liinf,'^tiin to ciuleuviir to have the laws 
oC rile United Slates regarding tlie I'liil- 
ippincri so amended Unit Cliinese enii- 
granit, will he allowed to hind there. Now 
the same laws which apply to the United 
States are iu force there and Chinese arc 
barred. He had an interview with the 
lOniprusH Uowager some time before leav- 
ing Pekin. 

S. Say was a Swiss resident of 
Baltimore, rwho was touring on his priv- 
ate yacht, but owing, to a mishap to the 
vessel, he liad left her at Shanghai and 
taken passage, home by the Empress. H. 
Simon wastra Yokohama silk merchant.

He is a brother of the steam- 
boac man of the firm of Dodwcll & Co. 
Mr. W. Donaldson is 'bound to Kimber- 
ley from the Orient via England. Hev.

' who ihas- been on an Oriental tour. Gen. 
.- Stahl has been ■connected with the Brit- 
'ish diplomatic service at Pouang.

"C" BATTEllVS IIAUU TIME. 

Interesting Letter From a Brother of 
Mr. Justice Irviug. 

A brother oC the Hon. Jiidtice Irving, 
Capt. L. E. Weutwortli Irving, a lieu- 
tenant iu C Uatlery of the Canadian 
cunlingent, has written a very iiitereisl- 
iiig letter from South Africa to his fa- 
ther, :Mr. Aemilius Irviug, of Toronto, 
The lirst section is dated at MuruudaUes, 
April 'JO. It tiays in part: . 

•■\Vl- are at the end ol! 351 niileti of 
the hardest and toughest railway travel- 
ling 1 have or hope to experience. This 
place \a the height of the land, uud to 
liiul It oil the map you have to look about 
150 miles aoutheatit of Salisbury. 

••They have sent me ahead da charge 
of the "horjies, with the greater number 
of drivers. We had everything at Beira, 
and were landed on the beach, to lind 
that we had to take the horses two and 
a half miles into the country. 

"Beira is a dirty sand heach of twelve 
years' standing. Dirty Portuguese and 
b;irs seem to be the mainstay of the 
town. I eutrained the hore-es durin 
the afternoon on to smaU cars on 
two-foot gauge railway, four horses iu a 
car. It was a hard job to get the horses 
jjj. After a very hard day's work we 
were shipped off to Bamboo Creek, time 
not being given us to go to the ship to 
get our greatcoats or nomething to eat. 
.Vfier reniaiuiug all night in a dirty 
c(>a<.'li and the men in an open car, we 
reaclii'd Bamboo Creek the uext morning 
about y. The mocsquitoes were very ibad 
hut did nut auuoy me as much us the 
Englishmeu. The box ears were all 
closed da tight, so that the tse tse lly 
coiihl not get at the horses. The men 
sufCere<l very much, iits they were right 
iu the open." 

The second sectioa in dated -May 2. 
It sayrs: 

"We got to Bamboo Creek about 8 
o'clock ill tlie morning following. AVe 
entrained again into tbejiroader gauge 

Oarfi (four feet), fiuout 'olirteeil ..lOr.s 
to a car, and it was a job to get that 
inauy in. I have to leave about forty 
hortics here with a non-coinmissioued 
ollicer aud a few meu, as they could not 
give me enough cars to take them all. 
I and thirty-two men piled ourselves, 
with a lot of supi)liet-, into an oiien car, 
and left at 1. We travelled all day 
and all night until we got to Umtali, 
about 2 p.m. the next day (the 25tli). 

"We were m fear of our lives every 
moment that we would go oC th 
track, as the curven aud hills are 
sonietliing dreadful aud continuous, 
and they nay it is quite usual to be 
ditched about four times in n day's 
run. Tlierie hills and curves are nl- 
morit continuous, and the wretched 
hrakcfi they have on work very badly, 
our train running away twice in spito 
(vf them. This is not a pleaKant sensa- 
tion, especially as everytJiiug was pitch 
dark, the only light on the whole train 
being an oil 'smuffge used by the en- 
gineer. However, we were lucky in be- 
ing stopped about 2 a.m. until 5 on the 
road, so we got some sleep. 

"We detrained again at Umtali, wat- 
ered and fed and walked the horses a bit 
—pour bnitei-, they were all kicked and 
hacked to ijieces. We were powerless to 
hell/ tliir<, as when they were once iu we 
could do nothing for them. They, how- 
ever, have taught the railway iieople 
liere a lesson, as there was not a ear that 
you could not see daylight where tlie;.- 
iiad kicked the hoardH off, and some of 
lliiMU very near the roof of tlu' car, loo. 
\\'e had to wait until two caiv which lia<l 
been cut ofl' caught U|i to us and un- 
load and attend to a second lot." 

Capt. Irving telln about the inarc-h that 
is lielore him Of HDD mileti to lUiluwayo, 
where he conducted the section with no 
(il 111 r ollicer: 

"The reasiai why I have been left with 
all thiH is thal_they are in such u rush 
to get up to tlie front, wiiere I'hmier is 
iu a ibad way, that they have si'iit the 
other HCH."tions" along, the men 'by coaches 
and the gunn and wagons by nmles. They 
liuvc ibeen going away iu batches like 
this for the last three days, the men 
jaiiinied into a tumble-down Deadwood 
oach drawn by sixteen mules. The con- 
trnetor has to transiwri each hatch 300 
milcH in three and one-halt days, Of 
course ho can't do it, and I have 
bet him a bottle of beer that 1 wiU beat 
him with my lot, having to march the 
whole way. 

"The Australians next to us are losing 
horat's at tlio rate of 'Aww and four a 
day from blue tongue, a form of horse 
sickness, 'but so far we have escaped. 

"We .see the natives getting more and 
more the native as we advance from 
Beira. Here they are all naked, except 
for the breech olout; the women the 
same, and tarrying the children on their 
hiiiH, and. working that wav all day with- 
out any trouble at all. Tliey are a poor 
lot at working, and they get kicked and 
cuffed around like dogs by their om-

NORTHWEST HORSES. 

Gen. Strange Wants the Imperial Gov- 
ernment to Encourage Breeding. 

The followlnic letter fr.ih. Maji^r Oeneral 
Strange, wlio will in' reiiiemliered us having 
tak.'u a prominent part in the Northwest re- 
bellion of IS.'^r. appeared In a recent issue of 
the I><niilnu Morning I'ost: 

I see in llie Lonciim Post that tlie British 
govov"n>ei't lins ouroliaseil TiO.IXW horses la 
the state of New York at an average price 
of $100 each. They could have got more 
scrvlcable horses for b'ss uioney from Can- 
ada, ospeelallv from tlie prairie couutb-, 
wlileh produces tile hardiest horses la the 
world. The veldt and !!i<; prairie are syn- 
nnvnions. Tlie briinclii) wll! live on sun- 
ilried grass wliere tiie civilized horse will 
starve. \Vitii gal'.'ty of heart we accept the 
'.Ives of tile Canadians und the gift of f^rd 
Strntlicoini. lint when it comes to putting 
money Into the pockets of Canadians by a 
deal advantageous to ourselves, we prefer 
to deal witli the over-cute Yankee, who ac- 
ceiituiitps the boasted solidarity of Ang|o- 
Siixmi kinship by a pro-Boer Anglophobia 
as Intense as tUttt of Europe. The steady 
loyalty of the CanaUlans Is to me a perpet- 
ual amazement. , 

Twenty years ago I started the Military 
Oolmilzatlon RnncUe In Canada Dy tlie pur- 
ehase of BOO. brood marcs and sultabie stal- 
lions, mainly with a view to supplying 
horses to the British army for wars, even 
tiien Inevitable to all eyes cxeeiit tliose at 
Weslmlnstor. When the last Itell revolt 
lii-oko out I raised and horsed (at niy own 
risk and rcsponslbi'.ity), a squmlron of I'ow- 
iKiy scouts, and put them umlei' Majiu- 
Sleeli', win. now coniinnnds Lord Strath- 
cona's Horse. Incompnrable leader of nn- 
niali-luMl senilis, lie led and ruNiTed \\w 
wesiei-ii eiiluinii. with its leiig train nf wag- 
,piis. In a niareli nf ,SiK) miles llinuigli awil- 
ileriiess e.Hiiiiry and bands nf li.istlle lialf- 
lireeds and Indians, as wily, as inoblle, and 
lis gcKKl sli'Us as till' Iloers, lietler aimed 
with Wincliesler repealers llian liie (': 
diaii nilillla Infantry witii tlieii-_ehinisy nlil 
.'<iilili'rs. We found our enemy entreneheil 
as tlie liners entrench. I'.ut they were out- 
iiiaiioein ered and surn nili'red after tw 
sklniilslies, wllii sHglit loss to loirselvei 
Tliat this was iiossilile was due not only to 
till' prairie si-iini bu'. tii the linrse he rode. 
Onr iiiirses were 'seldom picketed, exeejit 
wlieii 111 coiitaet with the enemy, or In 
wooded eoniUry where grazing was iinpos- 
sll)ie. Otherwise tiiey grazed at alglit, 
kept "rounded up" In cowboy parlance, by 
the mounted patrols who circled round 
tUeni. AttomptR at stampeding on the part 
of the enemy failed, for any Tiidian wlio 
entered that Circle never left it, ami ns I 
rode out In the morning: march I passed 
more than one "redskin" minus his scalp 
I asked no questions; ':n la encrrc comme n 
la guerre." The enemy played the game 
that way. The game in South Africa I 
don't understand. On one side It seems ll!;c 
the games of my youth ot Aldershot, 
which I Unve learnt, thank God. 

At the conclusion of the Canodlan cam- 
paign of 18S5 the late General Rnvenhlll, 
U. II. A., visited the Canadian ranches and 
bought horses for the British army, as did 
Ills sneccsRor Colonel Goldlc. They were 
reported on most favorably for several 
years in succession. Kventunily. tlie Lon- 
don dealers and horse breeders' association 
got memliers of pnrllanioiit to bring press- 
ure In bear on tlie War Office, <ind the 
purchase of horses in Oanada for the army 
was ordered to be discontinued. I brought 
the mailer personally to tlie notice of Lord 
■Woilesley. who seemed powerless. 

I had h.ad enougli niiii retired from the 
business, recouimending that tiie AVar Of- 
flee slioiilil send out an officer anil a few 
nrniy reserve rough riders to estiiblisli an 
army remiiunt dopnt in the Ca Itiiiry illstrict. 

In tlie event of war In tiie Far East 
niounleil infantry and cavalry eimid be sent 
dismoniiied llirougli to Vancouver by the 
Canadian I'ncllle railway and steamship 
line, plekliik' up their mounts en route. It 
Is not tee late to consider the question. If 
tliere were any deciding power an.vwhere, 
for there are "will't; and rumors of wars, 
but the end l.s not yot,"

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HORRIBLE TO CONTEMPLATE 

Matcnul For Golf Balls Is Getting 
Scarce. 

Knglnrerlng, referring to the steady rise 
In tlie price of gutta-perchn, sfates that it 
iR likely to continue, and that the outlook Is 
serious for the users of gutta-percha golf 
balla. "Whereas the various trees yielding 
the India-rubber of commerce are found 
growing pretty well over all trryplcal parts 
of the glolip, the area of the distribution ot 
the gutta-pcroha tree If. mueli more circum- 
serlbed, tlip trees, of wliieli their are sever- 
al species, being found In Ilornco, Sunmtra, 
and the Malay Arcblpclngo generally, jjore- 
ovcr It Is a regrettable fact that tiielifriro- 
Icss and destmctlve method of colleotlbh'by 
the natives who commenced the buHlrip.'ifl' Is 
being fallowed with nnlly anv limitation 
by their successors of the present day. 
It Is all very well IssuInR proclamations 
ngnlnst this practtcd, such as that reeontiv 
made by the governor of British Borneo: 
the difficulty arises In enforcing them.

As regards the acclim- 
atisation of the genuine guttn-percha tree, 
the Tronandra gntta, In other parts of the 
globe, there does not seem— according to 
Knglneorlng— to have been any more suc- 
cess attained than In the case of Indln-riib- 
ber. And now us to the golf ball. Engineer- 
ing states that guttu-pcrcha contains from 
-O to 10 iier cent, of resins, which have to 
lie entirely e.Mructed for the golf ball mau- 
ufnctnre. As the commereliil gntta .con- 
tains liirt, both organic and Inorganic, i.e., 
wuler and viir.viiig iiuiintitles of resins, just, 
mentioned, the yield iif pure material, ot 
wliieh tile golf h.ill is made, and wiilch Is 
avalhiiiie for sulniiarliie cables anil sub- 
terranean leleplione ealiles, la very 
niiieii less thiin the llgures wlilcli 
represint our nuiiunl Imports o' t'le 
substance from Singapore.

The procedure of the court la as Informnl 
n.s Its hou.Ring Is dingy. The judges wear 
no robes, and they relieve the monotony of 
a prolonged slttlug by warming their coat- 
tails nt the tiro. No one has ever snggcsted 
t their Judgements are any the worse be- 
cause their coat-tails are warm. Possibly, 
they are better. But, taken In conjunction 
with tile mcnnuess ot the courtroom, tho 
Informality of the judges tends to Impair

These facts will readily explain the dcsiro 
ot Australian lawyers to set up an appeal 
court ot their own, which shall take part ot 
llie work now done by the Privy Council. 
The same desire was expressed by Canadian 
lawyers when a Perioral constitution was 
established In Canada, but fortunately tho 
power ot the Privy Council wos malnt.ilned, 
and Its judgments have since been ot the 
greatest value In Interpreting the Canadian 
constitution. Even more value Is attached 
by Indian litigants to the jurisdiction ot 
the Privy Council as a means of correcting 
the possible errors of the Presidency courts, 
itn a recent pamphlet Mr. Haldane tells an 
excellent story of n remote hill tribe who 
were discovered by the district officer mak- 
ing sacrifices to a new god, "He Is a very 
powerful god," they said, "for he has given 
us back the land the government wanted to 
take from us.

The proposal to transfer the work of the 
Judicial Committee ot the Privy Council 
to the House ot Lords, and so create a sin- 
gle Imperial Court ot Appeal, Is not, how- 
ever, one that can be carried out off-hand. 
Mr. Montague Crackanthorpe. writing to 
the Times not long ago, pointed oat some 
ot the difllcultles, and at the same time, 
took ui) the cudgels In defence of the pres- 
ent habitat of the PrIv.v Council, which 
someone bad descrltied as a "sbabliy room 
ii|) a dirty stnlr-case, ofi' Downing street."

Discussion In House of Com- 
mons on the Increase of 
Entrance Tax. 



Col, Prior Says B.C. Has a Right 
to Expect That Action 
Be Tal<en. 



The foUowiuf,' report o£ the lU'bate iu 
the House of Commons on tlie subject of 
Chinese immigration is talsen from Han- 
sard 

Col. Prior brought up the subject as 
reported in Hansard of June 8 its follows; 

iMr, E. G. vPrior (Victoria, B.C.)— 1 
know that hon. gentlemen are anxious to 
get into eupply, but I must claim the iii- 
dulgemie of the house for a few inoiuents 
to xoake some remarks with roj,'iird to 
what I consider is a most iinportaut uiiit- 
ter, Iu fact one of the most important 
matters before the Canadian House of 
Commons to-day, I refer to the imtuigra- 
tiou of Chinese and Japanese into this 
countiy. 'JSie hon. member for Burrard 
(Mr. Maxwell), when he bronght up the 
same question on a previous necasion, 
said that members of parliameut had 
many disagreeable duties to perform. It 
is a "disagrcenble duly for luo to perform 
to have to get up every year iu this 
house and hving thU matter before hon. 
members; but I do so in common with alt 
the other members from British Golum- 
Ijia, because we feel so stroutjly on the 
subject, and we know our constituents 
loolc upon it as a burniu;: quc^rition. Last 
sostiion Avhou I was speaking on this sub- 
ject I was constantly interrupted 'by hon. 
gentlemen on the other side ofrthe house, 
and I believe by one or two on this side, 
asldug me to stop, as they were tired of 
hearing it. Well, Mr. Speaker, .i£ they 
are tired of hearing about 'it now, they 
would, be still more tired if they had 
the same influx of Chinoso and Japanese 
—as-^e have in Britisli Columbia to-day. 
I cannot And words properly to express 
the intense feeling that there is on this 
Bubject, oapecially among the working 
"classes of Britisu Columbia. As hon. 
gentlemen know, it is on the I'acilic 
Coast that all these undesirable immi- 
grants land, and it is the worldng clashes 
of British Columbia who are broiiglit 
into competition with tlieni iu the various 
lilies of industry tliey undertake. I may 
eav that the people of British Columbia 
have a right to expect that the govern- 
ment should take some stand iu tliis mat- 
ter to try and sto|i tlie intlux of these 
men; they havi; :i riu'ht to expect it, be- 
cause I lie riglit lion, guiilleni.in who leads 
tlu.' government has promiseil that action 
wiAdd be taken. I reinendier very well 
when, just before the elect ioii of ISOli, 
a telegram was sent, of wliich I have a 
copy here, from Vancouver. It was as 
follows: 

Vancouver, May 23, ISOU. 
Hon. Wilfrid Lnurier, 

Wiudsor Hotel, Montreal: 
Do you favor restriction of Chinese 
immigration and reserving Canada for 
Canadians, and not the Mongolian raceV 
(Sgd.) .T. C. McLAGAN, 

lOditor Vancouver World. 

The answer came back as follows: 

Montreal, May 25, 1S9G. 
.T. C. McLagan, Vancouver, B.C. 

Chinese immigration restriction not a 
question iu the East. Views of the bib- 
orals in the West will prevail with me, 
» (Sgd.) WILITBID LAUKIEII. 

Now, ^rr. Speaker, that seems to me 

about as t^trong a prnmi.sc as any hou. 
gontlenian could nuike to an elector. 
This telegram was read with the gre:it- 
ctit glee l)y all Liberals from one end of 
British Columbia lo the other, and I say 
that it was the uieans of gaining to the 
right hon. gentlenuiu and his supi)orters 
hundreds of votes. The workingmen 
were iike hungry trout with their nioutlie 
open for some promise, and thiis telegram 
was the worm that dropped into them.^ I 
may tell the house that so long a poriod 
lias elapsed without this promise being 
fulfilled that they are more hungry now 
than <'ver. The ri^ht hon. gentleman 
says that Chinese immigration restric- 
tion ii? not a question in the iSast. Well, 
Sir, it in a linig time since he made that 
statement, but I must differ with him. It 
as great a (luestion with the people of 
as great question of with the people of 
the East as it is now with the people of 
the West. I also remember that at a 
public meeting hold at Vancouver in De- 
cember, 1S98, on a question being asked 
by Mr. G. Hartley as to what ijrospeotM 
there were of an anti-Chinese oiU being 
pushed through the house at the next 
session, the hon. member for Burrard 
(Mr. Maxwell) • stated : 

"After his first speech in the house, ha 
ihad Helt its pulse on the question, and 
found that a good deal of lobbying and 
personal talk with the mombors was 
needed; also a good deal of 'drumming' 
the question into them. Premier Laur- 
icr had, when speaking of the subject, 



privately said: 'If you want it you will 
have to get it, but It would be best to 
leave the matter till another session." " 

Now, Mr. Speaker, that was in the 
year 1^8. The people of British Colum- 
bia have waited one year, two years, 
thi-eu years, four years, for the govern- 
ment to do something, Init as yet they 
have done nothing but ditsallow the legis- 
lation that the proviucival government 
had passed with the viow of slopping 
this inllux of yellow men. It is now 
late iu the session of ll»UO, and I was 
led to believe by the right hon. gentleuum 
himself, who has tv.ice so stateil to the 
house this sestsion, that the government 
intend to bring ia sonic legitslalion. Hut 
as 1 said, it iri getting on so near the end 
of the session, at least wo hope so, that 
I feel It my duty to bring this matter up 
in the house and to find out whether the 
government intend to do anything. 

I am going to enter into details to 
show why this immigration is so detri- 
mental to all clai^es of labor iu British 
Columbia. 1 went into it fully last year 
and the year before, aiul on sevoral oc- 
casions all the URunbi'rs from liritish 
Columbia have expounded their reasons 
why the people of British Cohnnhia are 
so antagonistic to this iuiniigratiou; and 
anybody who wishes to see thos.; rcasouK 
and to "study the iiuestion can lind them 
I all in tlio Hansard. I do not tliink that 
' at thin hour of the sost^ion I am caj*.'d 
upon to go into the details. These Chin- 
ese and .Tapanese arc still coming into 
British Columbia by the thousands, ship 
load after ship load. A large number oC 
them pass through into the States, but 
still a great nuiny of them make their 
pernmueut abode iu that province. The 
Minister of Trade ami Commerco (Sir 
lUchard Cartwright) some timc_ ago 
brought down the ligures of that immi- 
gratmn, and I tliiuk they showed that 
I during the present year Momething like 
I !),Ui)U had come into British Columbia. 
Hou. gentlemen will understand that 
every Chinaman and every Japanese that 
comes into the country mukc competition 
with white labor more severe. As every 
one knows, they ore williug to work for 
a very much less Wage than ony white 
man can do. They can live on one-tenth 
of what a white man, especially if lie 
lias a wife and family to support, can do 
under the most advantageous possible 
cireumetances. I would take this oppor- 
tunity of warning hon. gentlemen in this 
house of what will occtu- if the inllux 
is not stopped. One of the papers iu 
British Columbia, I think, the Victoria 
(,'olonist. stati'd that the representatives 
of British Colundjia in parliament could 
do far more than they have done in 
training the minds of the i)eoi>le in the 
Kast to look upon this question in a iirop- 
er manner. J. contend that they have 
done everything that possibly coulil be 
(lone, iioth inside and oulnidu of the 
house, hut, there seems to be a feeling 
amongst the pooi)!e in the lOast that the 
danger is very sumll to those who liv(! in 
the Kast. I wouhi once again say that 
every gentliman who has the welfare of 
Cau/ida at heart ought to study tlie ques- 
tion, and see whither we are drifting. I 
saw in a paper the other day that iu the 
city of .Montreal over 200 Cliimimen, the 
owners of wash-licnisos, or the employees 
of wash-houses, had been summoned for 
not paying the tax imposed by the muni- 
cipality. You can see them every day 
in Ottawa and Toronto in increasing 
numbers. It is only a question of tiino 
when these men, every oiu' of whom is 
hnnl-working, frugal' and industrious, 
will drive white men and women out of 
some eniploymenl. I wotdd like to bring 
to the altentiou of I ho bouse what I coii- 
riiiler to be the bi'st ,>bjecL lesson that has 
occurred in Cauiida siuce the first Cliina- 
man landi'd. That is afforded by the action 
I hat has been taken by Mr. linnsmuir, 
the large cidliery owner of P)ritish Co- 
lumbia, a genile'mau who has been em- 
ploying Chinese anil .lajianese in his 
mincrt. He is a umn of gi-eat weallh. 
emidoying thousands of men. and there 
has lieen a keen light belween liinisell', or 
his cidliery coinii.-iny. and the )iroviiii:ial 
mivernniei'il .as lo whcllicr lo' had llie 
riu'ht to employ those men or ]\i>t. lle- 
slriclive li'gislatioii has been i)ai-sod by 
I he pi oviiicial U'gislat;:' "- wliitdi Mr. 
Duiisinnir has eonslanlly fon^'lil, from 
Uie pr iviiicial courls tu the i'rii-y Coun- 
cil iu lOngland. He has won his suit at 
last. It was declari'd lliat the legislation 
was ultra vire.-, and ho is ennideil lo ein- 
Iiliiy all the Chinamen he likes above or 
bidow grouiul, bin a fe^w da.vs ago 1 was 
very glad to see that that genUeman 
made I he public statement that now that 
he had vindicated his own opinion, and 
liad shown tliat be was going to run his 
business as he thought fit and right, he 
would voluntarily give up what he had 
been contending for, and he has givon 
orders to his foremen to discontinue the 
eijiployment of Chinese underground. Ho 
Rays that after years of experience he has 
come to the conclusion that the employ- 
ment of Ghtnese Is a detriment to the 
country, and he has made up his mind 
tliKt he wSU not employ them under- 
gtjuiul any Jonger, but that he Will fill 
their places with white men as quickly as 
lie can got them, and as Koon as other 
people give \ip employment ' of Chinese 
above ground he will do the same. I 
think it is a t^trikiug lesson that a man of 
his expi'rionce, who liati employed so 
many (Jhinanien, and who will Jose thous- 
ands !iud ihousands of dollars a year by 
paying higher wages to wliite men, 
slioidd give up the employment of Cliina- 
mcn. He must feel very .strongly upon 
the. subject, because it touches hie .pocket

Now, there has beeu in the minds of 
the people of British Columbia, upon that 
subject* a very serious movement indeed. 
In l.Si)5, just live years ngo, the people 
of British Columbia, as represented in 
their legislative assembly, demanded that 
the present poll tax of .$50, should be 
raised to .SIOO. To double a tax of that 
kind would bo already a ver.y serious 
step: but in 1899, the same body passed 
a resolution asking that the tax should 
be raised from $50 to $500.

The right 
hon. gentleman says that he believes 
there are no more Chinese In Britisli Co- 
lumbia to-day, than there were iu 1880. 
Porhaits tho right hou. gentleman is a 
better authority than I am on that ques- 
tion, because he has all the statistics at 
hand, and perhaps has looked thom up; 
but, I Tenturo to say, there are many 
more thousands of Chiueso in British Co- 
lumbia to-day than there were in 1880. 
They are not, perhaps, so easily seen, 
because in that year the Canadian I'aci- 
fio railway had just linislKal building, 
their road, and the many thousands of 
Chinamen that they had employed then, 
dietributed themselves over almost the 
whole of British Columbia. They are 
distributed nil over the mining districts 
of British Columbia. In (Cariboo you sea 
almost tihree Ohlnamen to every white 
man ithat is mining and taking gold out 
of the ground. In regard to the Japan- 
ese, I most say that I feel as strongly aa 
tho First Minister even, or any of his 
supporters, that we should do our heet 
to strengthen the bonds between Greaf 
Britain and the empire of Japan, hut we 
must look at hom first, apd, m I eaid 
the other 'day, I firmly believe that it - 
would not have done any harm fo these', 
friendly feelings if the Prime Minister 
had seen fit to bring in the Natal Act 
It ia in force dn other portions of the 
British Empire, and nothing is said 
against it. Why should not Canada put 
it in force as well? The people of Brit- 
ish Columbia believe that Uiey have ■ a - 
right to demand that, and I feel perfectly 
certain that nothing will satisfy them 
until some stringent measure is put in 
force to at least lesson tho influx of 
.lapanese, as well us of Chinese. This 
is the lirst reading of tho bill, so that I 
do not intend to make any lengthy re- 
marks, but, I must say that I believe 
there will be an intense feeling of dis- 
appointment iu British Columbia when 
they know wliat tho government has 
seen fit to bring down to-day. 

Mr. N. Clarke Wallace (West York)— 
Before the motion is put, I wish to say 
that I, too, am quite disappointed at the 
conclusion which the government have 
arrived at. In my opinion there is not 
mucJi room for tho Chinamen in Canada. 
Ho displaces a good Canadian, or, a 
g'.od British subject. As has bocu proved 
by tho commission which was referred 
to by tho right hon. First Minister in his 
speech, the Chiueso como to Canada, 
live hero for a few years, earn a lot of 
money, and save the largest portion of 
it. They say that they can live on a 
pound of rice a day, which costs them 
a good (leal less than live cents a pound,, 
and they leave tho country, taking with 
Ihem tho money which they have obtain- 
ed. Tile First Minister stated to the 
house, as I understood it, thtit there were 
5,01)0 permits to leave tho country issiieil 
to men who have gone out and who have 
not come hack. That, I presume, is tho 
class that has made some money and 
then returned to China. These ([ihinese 
have siniply made use of this country, 
and have obtained employment whicli 
should have gone to good citizens of the 
country. I think tliat the increase of 
tlio tax from .$.'50 to $100 will he totally 
inadequate. The hou. Minister of Trade 
and Commerce (Sir Richard Cartwright) 
could easily tell us what are the figures 
as to the entrance of Ohlnamen in the 
country during the past fourteen years, 
r think it will be found to bo very much 
larger than these 5,000, of whom we 
have a record as having gone back to 
China. It that be tho case, one of two 
things must have occurred. Either tho 
Chinese population of Canada has very 
much increased, or n number of Chinese 
haA'o made use of Canada as a kind of 
underground railway to get into the 
United States. So far as that is con- 
cerned, I .supi!OEe we have no particular-- 
idijection if tho Chinese come here, pay 
the jioll lax and go through to the United 
Stales. It is a matter of no particular 
conci.'rn to us, and we would have no 
objection to the Chinese leaving this 
ctmntr.v no matter whiMher it be by un- 
derground railway or any other means of 
exit. liut, tho poimlation is increasing. 
It has been found now that not only are 
they monopolizing tho laundry business 
and tho growing of vegetables in British 
Columbia, but they are driving skilled 
miners out of employment iu the c«al 
mines. There are many icasons for ob- 
jecting to those men going into the coal 
mines. For instance, Canadian people 
have to work in these mines. It is tho 
most perilous of all employments. They 
should he guarded and protected. in every 
possible way that human, ingenuity and 
civilized usage can devise for the:protec-. ; 
tion of the lives 'of itho . people,, but it has 
boon found that the Ghfneee are^not.pay- , 
ing that attention to the protection 'of 
their lives that is necessary and desir- 
able in the coal mines. Therefore, I con- 
tend, Mr. Speaker, that those men should 
bo prohibited altogether from working 
in the coal mines of British Columbia, or 
anywhere else. It is not safe for the 
other miner v'lio goes in there because 
he has to consort and associate with 
those men, making the risks which are 
incvitablo iu a conj. mine, infinitely great- 
(Continued on Tenth Page.)

Aii English horse would die at the mere 
•auggcvition of sutdi a journi>.v, but there 
are many <liffercaceM of tenii)eranienl be- 
tween colonial and home-bred horses. The 
practical virtues undoubtedly lii' with the 
iiorset^ of the country. Tliey will stand 
for days, as they did at Pieter's Heights, 
behind tiicir mastei-n, asking ami receiv- 
ing uothin;,-. Tiiey will hobbie grotesque- 
ly round the huiger, snatching their sub- 
sistence where a locust would be foiled 
Of a meal, nnd tbe.v carry their owners 
COlisistoutly out of danger whenever the 
demand is made of tbeiu. .
